The attorney s for George McPherson 
the Noblesville saloon keeper, who 
carried to the Supreme Court a case 
to test the constitutionality of the 
county local option law, have filed a 
petition for a rehearing. 
The court 
is holding the law constitutional de­ 
cided against McPherson. 
In their application the attorney s 
for McPherson give four reasons why 
they think the Supreme Court should 
grant another hearing. 
The first is 
that the court erred in deciding that 
the county local option act was not in 
conflict with Sec. 1« , Art. 4 , of the 
Indiana constitution and that the sub­ 
ject of the act is fairly expressed 
in 
the title. 
The second is that the court 
erred in deciding that the act is not 
in violation of Sec. 25 , Art. 1, of the 
constitution, which declares in sub­ 
stance that no law shall be passed to 
take effect upon any other authority 
than that provided in the constitution.

As the work has begun here, there 
is much speculation as to whether the 
new depot will be built at once, or 
whether tbe improvements now being 
made are preliminary to others of a 
more extensive nature.

Washington, Feb. 9.—There is a fire- j 
works display in the house every time j 
the immigration commission is men- I 
tloned. 
The latest exhibition was a 
set piece showing Representative Ma­ 
con of Arkansas surrounded by gloom 
and pessimism and filled with wrath 
and invective. 
It was on view for ex- j 
actly one hour. 
Members on both ; 
sides were vastly entertained. 
Some 
of them laughed so heartily they went 
away with an aching in the ribs. When 
Mr. Macon quit he was just as solemn 
as when he started, but wore an ex­ 
pression of profound satisfaction. 
Twice during Mr. Macon’s remarks 
he was interrupted while the chairman 
and half the house argued whether he 
was referring to Representative Ben- ; 
nett of New York in parliamentary < 
language, and twice he was cautioned 
to control his tongue or lose the floor. 
He referred to Mr. Bennett as the 
“coxcomb member of the commission.” 
And two or three times, in more or 
less parliamentary language he called 
the New' York representative a liar. 
Mr. Bennett took most of the nag­ 
ging good-naturedly, and after it was 
all over told his friends that he did not 
propose to dignify Mr. Macon or his 
remarks by an answ'er. 
Mr. Macon started trouble immedi­ 
ately after he began his remarks by 
declaring that the action of Mr. Ben­ 
nett in calling J. A. Patten, who fur­ 
nished Mr. Macon some alleged facts 
about the immigration commission’s 
junketing, a liar, “had been character­ 
istic of the man, to proceed in the 
cowardly way he did.” 
Mr. Bennett jumped to his feet to 
protest, but Mr. Macon forestalled him 
by withdrawing the remark, complain­ 
ing. however, that “it is hard to pro­ 
ceed in older when one has been treat­ 
ed in the unfair manner that I have 
been 
by the gentleman 
from 
New 
York." 
Immediately thereafter Mr. Macon 
declared: 
“I would characterize the 
courage of a man who would attack
